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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . Figure 5 is objected to because it fails to show descriptive material as disclosed in the 
specification. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be 
held in abeyance. All drawing corrections must be done in red ink. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 3, 5, 6, 10, 12, and 13 are objected to because they are dependent upon rejected 
claims. The content of these claims is not considered for merit. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1, 2, 4, 7-9, 1 1, and 14-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as being 
unpatentable by Netscape Web Publisher. 

In reference to claims 1, 2, 8, 9, and 15, Netscape Web Publisher compares different versions of 
a file. The versions may consist of a cached and a current version. The output indicating the 
difference is then displayed in a web browser (see page 7). 
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In reference to claims 4, 1 1, 16 - 18 and 20, Netscape Web Publisher provides a graphical button 
image that may be selected to compare two different versions of a file. After the button is 
selected, the output indicating the differences between the two files is displayed in a web 
browser (see page 6). 

In reference to claims 7, 14, and 19, since the output is displayed in a web browser, a user may 
toggle back to the current version of a file by using the "Back" button on the web browser as 
well known in the art.
